This authority is incorporated 


in supplementary food legislation 
which has been prepared by the 
department. 


Needless waste of large slices 


of bread, spare cups o£ milk and 
other table necessities is one 
thing the department is determin- 
ed to stamp out. 
Hundreds of 


millions of dollars worth of food, 
it is estimated, is annually thrown 
into the American garbage pail. 


So convinced is the government 


of the tremendous economic loss 
sustained by kitchen carelessness, 
,-.s well as waste in distribution of 
food stuffs, that its waste preven- 
tion problem is deemed even more 
pressing than that of increasing 
production. 


Ten thousand dairies, cream- 


eries and milk collecting concerns 
will receive department posters, 
to be prominently .displayed in 
canning and shipping rooms, urg- 
in" against waste.
